Thus three fine streams mt travel 
feed their enormous fast ships; the 
MO,000.000 of Knrope are tributary 
to them; and homeward from Aaseri- 
ca to Germany they draw all who 
wish to v1sft v or hava business with 
any of these millions, for the home¬ 
ward ships touch also at Cherbourg 
Southampton, or Plymouth, and land 
passengers. Against this the Brit¬ 
ish lines have only tributary to them 
41.MO.OOO of people who desire pas¬ 
sage to New York, and returning 
from America to Britain, only Ihosa 
Americans who desire to visit tha 41, 
MO.OOO for pleaaura or business. It 
goes without saying that Ihe German 
lines must inevitably lead In large, 
fast steamers. But no cause for 
pessimism here, because British ship¬ 
owners are neither unenterprising 
nor Inefficient; they only show their 
good sense by recognizing the aitna-! 
tlon. and will hold more of the profit 
of Atlantic travel for Britain than if 
they attempted the Impossible.

“Our chief reason for the change ] 
was that from the very beginning oar 
building ha* seemed to be a regular 
hoodoo for window clessors. Although 
no higher thaa a good many other 
building* in town, the situation bav 
the effect of making the eleanera lose 
ithelr head* and no matter what pre- 
Leantlon* were adopted hardly a week 
*J>as*ed that »omebr»dy did not fall and 
break his neck or his shoulder blade, 
or, at the very lea*t, skin hla craaj 
bone. 

“After two or three soore cleaners 
hnd been Incapacitated for duty by 
tumbling out of our windows the whole 
fraternity liegan to fight thy of os. 
They ail iaid that to look flown at that 
particular section of thr street made 
them *o dizzy lhat they couldn’t keep 
fight vide up eeen though tied to the 
Sill, and at last. a« a remedy, we *ug- 
ge»ted that the window* be washed at 
night when the distance to the side¬ 
walk would be eliminated by the dark- 
neat. >
